“F THE Elizabethan age was the 
period of the discovery of new 
B. worlds, a period boght with all the 
romance aml fascination of man’s atl 
venture into the inknown, our own oye 
nay be defined as the period of the res- 
urrection of ancicwmt workls, and the m- 
mance of the «explorations which have 
given back to ns the barted cnoilizatrons 
of Assyria, Babylonia, Egypt, Crete, 
and Asia Minor has in ite own way been 
abinost as thrilling as that which marked 
the discoveries of Colinnlins, Carter, ati! 
Mizarro, Ancient and mighty. enipires, 
which lived for us only tn the dim tradi- 
tiotts ail distorted pictures af classical 
histortins, have risen out of the dust of 
the qst. 

They hive begun to take shape and 
sulidity before our eves; their palaces, 
their ‘teniptes, and their tombs have 
viekled wa inquestionalile and vivid ils 
tration of the height of calhwre which 
they had reached in almast incredibly 
aticiemt dave. Tt te scarcely an Sei a 
ation to say that we know as much. of 
the hfe and the customs of the leading 
peoples of four nullenniums ago as we 
de of those of the european nations of 
the Middle Ages. 

In the wonderful record of cxnlora-

The result of all this laborious tmves- 
tigation is that instead of being con- 
fronted with a confused mass of faets.

to the ancient histonan, Manetho, scat- 
tered) fragments: of whose history of 
eypt, dating from the reign of Ptolemy 
Philadelphirs, in the thied century B.C. 
lave come down to os in the works of 
varios ancient authors, He recognized 
thirty dynasties of Egyptian monarchs, 
‘inet he has left lists of the names of the 
kings in each of these dynasties, together 
with, occasional notes upon matters of 
historical interest in particular reigns. 

[t tas Jong been known that, whatever 
problems amd difficulties might he con- 
nected with Manetho's later king Hists 
fanc these difficulties are neither few 
ror small), we at least began te get into

The tombs of thest anctent monarchs 
were tot such as conld be erected by a 
race tndevelyped or jist emerging fain 
barbarian ; they could only have been the 
product of a ‘people comparatively far 
advanced) in culture, and their contents 
revealed evidence nor only of an asten- 
shing proficiency: in the arts of peace. 
init alsy of an eluborate and) complex 
social orgrariization, stich as we should 
scarcely have deemed possible at so early 
fi date. 

The kings af the earliest dy nastics 
reared no pyramids. Their tombs were 
great structures mamly wndergraund— 
that of Aha (who is possibly Mena, the 


first king of Epypt) at Nagqida measures: 


175 feet by S$ and contains 21 cham- 
hers—built sometimes of brick, with a 
lining of wood, and sometimes floored 
with stone, as mn the case of the tomb of 
Ring Den at Alwdos, whose granite foor 
furnishes the earliest known example of 
the use of stone in building. 

Thete hue homes of the dead were 
iBed arith all sorts of objects which 
might be necessary or useful for the de- 
ceated king in the underworld,

Around him were boried his. slaves, 
who were doubtless slain at his grave 
that they might sceompany ond serve 
him iw the after-life, the chambers of 
his tomb were stored with stacks of 
great vases of wine and corm, with 
pottery dishes; splenitd copper bowls, 
carved tyorv boxes, golden butters, pal- 
ettes for grinding face point, chairs and 
couches of elaborate design and decorn: 
tion, ivory and pottery figurines, and 
plagues hearing recorts of the king's 
valor in war or his piety in the founding 
of temples. 

Here and. there in this wree kage of 
imimemérial splendore a little: totch helps 
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iis to realize that these lim historic fig 
ures were real men, who loved and sar- 
rowed at men de sill Close to Memn's 
second tomb at Abyvedes fies that uf his 
daughter—Bener-ab, “Sweetheart,” as 
he called her—to suggest how love. and 
death wetit side by side thenas now. 
The furniture of the: tombs reveale 
an Amazing proficiency in the arts ani 
‘tifits, Ebony ehests inlaw with VOT’. 
stools with wory feet carved in the shape 





of bull's legs, vessels cot and ground to 


translucent thinness, not only out of soft 
alabaster, bet ut of at irori-hard: stone 
like diorite, finely wrought copper ewers, 
all tell ne that the Eeyptinn of the earliest 
ynustic period was mo mide barbarian, 
but a highly civilized: craftsman, Fer- 
haps the «hintiest: and mest convincing 


evidence of lis skill is given by the brace- 


lets which were found encircling the 
skeleton arm of the queen of King Zer, 
of the first idvraty, which, alike for the 
grace of their design and for the skill 
with which the gold is wrought and sel. 
dered, are admirable. 

But these tombs have not only yielded 
evidence of the skill of the Egyptian 
workman; they have Hee ns that even 
at this incredibly early date the mation 
har a. complete ee of expressing its 
thought and had reached a theroughness 
of organization whith we should not 
have imagined possible, At an early 
period in the first dynasty hieroglyphic 
writing has begun to make its appear- 
ance: Tv the middle of the period tt is 
completely developed: before the end of 
the dynasty it huis atready become sn 
familiar that the symbols are carelessly 
engraver. On the very lowest date which 
may be assioned ts the dynasty. this fact 
gives the Egyptian an astounding start 
of all other nations in the art of writing: 

The insetiptions tell us.of a eourt fully 
organized, with a complete bureaucracy, 
Mena has his chamberlain. His sue- 
cessor, Zor. tells tts of o “conmmancder of 
the inundation,” a proof of the early 
date at which the Nile flood was utilized! 
and regulated for the benefit of the Inq. 
In subisoguent reigns of the same dynasty 
we meet with a “commander of the 
elders," 2 “keeper of the wine” (the enr- 
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liest ancestor of the “Pharachs chick 
butler,” with whom we-have so long Leet 
familinr), a “leader of the peers,” head 
of the vst incient of earthly aristocrat 
cies, and a “master of ceremonies, * while 
the titles of “royal seal bearer,” “aarritee 
of accorints af provisions,” 
the king's vineyards,” and “royal archi- 
tect” show us with what minmuteriess the 
business affairs of the court were regu- 
luted, 


THE CIVILIZATION OF KOYPT A SLOW 
CHOW TH 

In a sense these revelations of the ear- 
linst Egyptian dynastic civilization have 
done much to simplity the enigma pre- 
sented by Egyptin hitstory. tie civilt- 
zation of the Nile Valley no longer chal- 
Jenges us with the Great Pyramid os the 
first essay of ite development or sceme to 
spring full-grown like Athene from the 
head of Zeus, ‘ee 

We can see that civilization in Egypt 
followed the natural course of develope 
ment by which it has grown to maturity 
in all other lands. ft was the gradual 
srowth of many centuries of patient ef- 
fort on the part of pioneers whose great- 
ness the liter Egyptinns reverenced by a 
tnie instinct, though perhaps their actual 
knowledge of them was even -sconttier 
than that which the excavations of Aby- 
dos have given to us. 

Jn another: Sense, however, the wonder 
hus only Ween inerested) by the disclosure 
of the fact that the rise and Heveloprmient 
‘of this puce are so much more ancient 
than was believed a few vears ago to he 
the case. The emergence ‘from the mists 
bf the pust of this ancient world, with its

AT WHAT DATE DOES HISTORY. AWN IN 
EGYPT ? 

To what date are we to assign these 
earliest beginnings of monarchy f Here, 
unfortunately, we become at once in- 
volved in a .controversy tm which a cen- 
tury is but “as yesterday when it is past, 
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“keeper of

and as awatch in the night.” Egyptology 
ig at present hopelessly chyvided against 
itself over the question of-all dates prior 
to 1580 F.C. Inte the detatis of the 
controversy it 1 useless to dream of 
entering. 

etween the cae of the Herlin 
school, represented by Mayer, Erman, 
and Breasted of Chicago, and the longer 
system, whose chief advocate is Flinders 
Petrie, there is a systematic difference of 
many centuries, etrie pluses the lepgin- 
nings of the first dynasty at-s510 BH. C,, 
while the Berlin school bees them 
down to 3400 B.C. 

The differetice is staggering anid a0 
compromise wpon-a middle term i pos- 
sible: only the emergence of fresh facts 
can settle the question. At present the 
balance of sora inclines toward the 
shorter system of dates; yet it must be 
remembered that new discoveries iia 
at any montent make it untenable and 
force us back upon Professar Petrie's 
ampler scheme, In any case, and upon 
the most conservative estimate, we must 
decept the fact that by the middle of the 
fourth hiillentinn BC. society in Egypt 
was already in a state of bith organtza- 
tion and culture. 

Thus the discoveries of the lost few 
years, aml especially those of Professor. 
Petrie at. ADyvielos, have put our ideas of 
these earliest ilynastics of Egypt apon a 
solid basis. of material fact: The mter- 
pretation of the results and the ientifi- 
cation of the vanions kings whose relics 
have heen Wiscevered are slow and labo- 
rious processes, involving mich. contro- 
wersy; but the uncertainty of many of 
the details. does: not affect the outstand- 
ing historical fact. The kings existed: 
and soled over a state which, far fram 


being barbarows, was already far ad- 


vaticed in the scale of civilization.

gulation and measurement, carried out 
in 1881-1882, has only added to the won- 
der and adnuration which the mere as- 
pect of the pyramids compel,

No attain of mere ‘brite strength 
could have accomplished such a feat. 
There must have been controlling tmtel- 
lect of the very Inghest ‘type at work, 
supplemented by a determined and des- 
pote will capable of bending the whole 
resources Of the nation to a single task. 
That the task may have, had as its “anole 
ohject the glorifying of the egotism of a 
single individual need not diminish or 
wonder at the patience and skill with 
which tt was carried! out. . 

The most interesting result of modern 
investigation on this perma] of Mgeyptian 
history has; however, been one not of 
exploration, but of historical and literary 
work. An Egyptian papyrus of the 
twelfth dynasty, brought home by an 
English traveler, was transferred hy its 
owner, Miss Westcar, to the famous 
German Egyptologist, Lepsius, from 
whose property i was purchased by the 
Berlin Museum. The Westear papyrus 
has afforded us the earliest series of 
wonder tales known to exist in the 
world: but tt hascalso yielded the hint 
of a sudden revolution in Egyptian his- 
tory, and of the usurpation of the throne 
at the close of the great period of the 
pyramid builders by a line of priestly

Surely in such diseeveries the pure ro- 
mince Of exploration reaches its biehest 
point, as we are bright face to face 
With the actual borlily presence of men 
whose actions bave formed one of the 
net faniliar and striking stories of his 
tory to comntless thot of readers, 
The explorer, however, is but slightly 
concerned with the mere romance of his 
work: it is a byproduct, What he is 
searching for is the actual histerwal evi- 
dence, which will enable him to fll up 
gape in his scheme of histery, of the 
atihoeningical evirlenee, which will help 
him to teconstroct the life of ancient 
times. In-these respects molern) explo 
tation has given te several discaveries 
which have been of very high importance 
in their bearing wpen our ‘ail ee uf 
the central period of the Egyptian empire.

Ny the first of these, the ciseovery of 
the “Tell-elLAmarna letters, archeology 
can scatcely be sail to have reaped any 
great credit, though it has been, perharrs, 
the fast far-reachiye of all recent di- 
overies im its influence upon our con- 
ception of the life of the wreat nations 
of the world in the second millennium 
BOC. anc the most valuable for the re- 
constriction of the tires of Mistery. 

Vhont the end of the year 1BS7 a woe 
iat whe was digging eat dost for top 
dressing from ameng the rains of the 
former palace of Amenliotep TY (Ak- 
henaten) at Tell-el Amara came upon 
heap of little tablets made of bake clay 
and inserted with arrow-header) writing. 
She disposed of her interest in the find 
to a friend tor the sum of tet piastres 
(half.a dollar)! The tablets were bead 
about fron dealer tc dealer, offered, to 
at lenst two-archeotopists, and refused bv 
them as being probably forgeries. Many 
were smashed wr ground to dust in the 
process of being carried in-sacks from 
piace to place.

Minally, when an amen of prieeleas 
maternal, whose importince can never 
mow be estimated, had been forever last, 
the scientify world tardily awakened to 
anime conception of the vale of the tab- 
lets. and the hulk of what remamed ws 
acqred by the museums ot berlin gl 
Caio and the Hritish Museum, a few 
scattered! tablets finding their way into 
povate collections. The lose incurred by 
the apathy of offivial archeology can 
scarcely be overestimated. for the dabfets 
proved to be from the archives of the 
Fyvpttin Foreign (Office of the fifteenth 
century B.C. and contained correspon. 
ence from the kings of Mesopotamia and 
the vassal princes and residents repre- 
senting Baypt in Syria during precisely 
tlvaat period nt Egyptian history which 15 
being more ani more recognized as the 
crisis Of the fortunes of the empire. 

The earlier letters. date from the reign 
oF Amenhotep (1, the most magnificent 
king of the preatctehteenth ilynasty, and 
are Full of interest as revealing the close 
and constant communication which pre- 
vatted among the kinglems of the an 
crent Fast; but the greater patt of the 
correspendence beloigs to the reign of 
Akhenaten, the son and successor uf 
Amenhotep TT and the most interesting 
and patheti¢ fimrre of Epvption history. 

Amenbotep Tl; a luecurions, |‘ breaw]- 
minded. and dayish menkreh, whi ex- 
pended in works aiid lahits of splendor 
the great resources of the enmpire ac- 
quired by his wartke anecatars, had in- 
bibed a great liking for the Semitic cus- 
toms anil ideas brought into the land 
by the mummers captives and hustages 
drawn from the Syrian tribes during the 
long wars aml developed hy the years of 
peaceful intercourse which followed, He 
matried an Eeyption lady, mot of royal 
hirth, Oneen "Pa, a woman whe deserves 
to rank with Citeen MMatshepsnt as one 
of othe two most remarkable women 
Whom Fevpt has produced (see page 
o78). Evendoring the lifetime of Amen. 
hotep OL Syrnn conceptions of religion 
hevan to assert their hold, evidently 
largely becanse of the influence of Queen 
Tyi, and indications are not wanting that 
the coh of a form of solar deity called 
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the Aten was beginning to make head- 
wily at the cowrt. 

 Butrwhen, onthe death of Amenhotep, 
lit sit Amenhates IV, a mere lny, a2- 
cended the throne, the full extent of this 
infivence speehly began to make. itself 
felt Dioulitless mffiericed at first iy 
large extent by his mother, Queen vi, 
imt driven also by the sit of his 
own keenly religinus and even finatical 
nature, Aimenhotep 1V drifted away from 
the accepted! Rgyptian creed) and substy- 
tuted for it ss the court religion a purely 
imcinctheistic wii) speritual svster, the 
worship of the Aten, or vital energy of 
the solar diac. 

Te endeavored to theast tus new re- 

jon wpe the nation to the exclusion of 
all other cules. The worship of Amen 
and the other pods of Heypit was pro- 
senibed, the temples were shut np, and 
even the name of Amen was hammered 
out of all inscriptions. As it occurred tn 
his own name, the king discamfed the 
tithe which his anvestors had made glori- 
ons, tl rimmed = limeelf Akhenaten, 

“Spirit af the Aten” To complete the 
religions revalution, he abandoned The- 
he= ani! Tritt for himself anew capital at 
‘Pell-c-Anwurna,; TLENTITE it “Khut-<\ten,” 
“Horizon of the Aten.” 

The aportance of the change which 
the young king contemplated can scarcely 
he overestimated, Tt was the first at- 
fergie i hnion histury to set itp a wen 
winely spiritual religion aml bo. siilbstitute 
far the oli polytheistic congertes of aruls 
the conception of one universal déity— 
invisible, intangible, surae spiritnal, Ale: 
henaten’s reliints conceptions were em- 
hoilivd in two Teautifel hymns to the 
Aten which have come down to ts, anid 
whose authorship has, with great Wola 
lility, bet ascribed to the king hinwself.

Akhesaten, however, was a man born 
oot of dite time, The world was mot 
ready for him and his advanced ideas 
The empire of Egypt reypuired at the 
Tmament not a relyriows idealist, Tut a 
practical soldier for its ruler, and the re- 
sults of the king's dewotiwn to his new 
ideas were disastrous in the extreme to 
the empire which he riled. In the north 

of Syma the rising power of the Hittites 
was pressing apen the ations border 
ine perl the Rgyptian empire; within 
the Syrian province of the empire itself 
revolutionary and reel forces were at 
work, and the Tell-el-Amarna corre- 
spondence reveals ty ws the process by 
which the empire which the great soldier 
kings of the eighteenth dynasty had butit 
up crumbled to pieces during a single 
stort reign.

Akhenaten. was entirely 
engrossed with spiritual interesis, (ne 
by one the Egyptian vassals, deserted 
and despairieg, succumbed to the pres- 
eure of their enemies: and before the 
king died, <til in early manhood, broken- 
hearted, one may imagine, by the failure 
of his life's work, practically the whole 
of the Egyptian empire in Syrin had 
passed away from the rule of the Mha- 
raohs, Wahin a generation or two his 
new capital had been abandoned and was 
falling inte ruins, his name had hecome 
‘a hissing and an execration m Egypt, 
and the tind had gone back to its old 
gms, 

THE CITY OV THE HERETIC KRING 

One of the niost brilliantly successful 
chapters-of modern oxcavation WW eon 
nected with the heretic king, his mother, 
und his capital of Tell-el-Amarna, Flin 
ders Petrie’s excavations on the alan- 
doned site revealed a. palace whose m- 
closttre measured 1,500 by so00 feet ated 
whose decoration showe t the develope 
nient of a naturalistic form of art un- 
known in Egvpt save during this rcign, 
while the great temple of the Aten proved 
to be a hoilding 250 feet square and 
standing in fini tticlosite nearly half a 
mile long. The relics of the adornment 
of the palace were exceedingly striking— 
x love for brilliant color, for all forms 
of open air and plant life, and a desire to 
represent them not formally or convern- 
Honally, but in all the truth of nature, 
heing the chief characteristics of the 
wark. : 

In February, roos, the American ex- 
plorer, MrT, M. Thivis, whose extraor- 
dimary wood fortune had already led him 
to the disvovery. of the tombs of King 
Tahuimes TV and the great Queen Pat- 
shepeut, discovered the tomb of Yuan

and Thuaa, the father and mother of 
that Queen Tyi whose influence played 
so greal a part in Akhenaten’s religpous 
reformation. It tad became almost an 
aecepted belief that Tyi, whose inflnence 
Wis so pronocuncedly pro-dlesopotamnt, 
nust have been herself of Mesopotannan 
orym. The tomb of Yaa an) Thiuaa, 
however, revealed the fact that her par- 
ents were purely, Egyptian; and the 
wealth of its occupants. showeil that, 
though probably not of royal rink, Queen 
Tyi's. parents were at least people of 
consideralve importance. 

The tomb was intact atid the objects wt 
contamed were as perfectly preserved as 
thouweh they had only been shut up a few 
weeks before. Mr. Weigall deserthes 
his sensations on entering the place as 
heing very mich like those of a man who 
centers a town house which has been shut 
up for the summer, Armehairs stood 
nhout, beautifully carved and decoruted 
with gold, the cushions on one af them 
stuffed with down, and covered with. 
linen: so perfectly preserved that they 
might have been sat upon or tossed about 
withaut injury. Two beds of fine de- 
sign decorated with gold occupied an- 
other: part of the chamber, while a hight 
chariot in perfect preservation stoad-in a 
comer, |

When a man 'succecded tm life it was 
his maternal grandfather, of all people 
in the world, who was supposerl to take 
the deepest interest in iis success, 
“When he is placed at the head of the 
court of justice, then the father of his 
mother thanks God.” The same source 
was tured to when infitence was wanted 
to sectire a position fora young aspirant. 
A. young officer is recerved inte the roval 
stables “for the sake of the father of his 
mother.” Strangest Of all, when the 


same young soldier goes to the wars, he 


raves bis property “in the charge of the 
father of his mother.” 

Such importance being ascribed to the 
relation of (metherhood, we naturally 
find that prea Suportance was attoched 
to the state of marriage, The oklest of 
Egyptian books, the Precepts of Ptah-

ant takes a wife.” Marriage was re- 
garded as the only salistactory condition 
of hte, to be entered upon at an early 
ages and all the evidence, monumental 
wn literary, stevests to ws that the ideal 
of the relationship between man and wife 
was singularly tugh, and that the hus 
band treated hus wife, not us lis servant, 
lit as his equal. 

of course, there were differences he- 
tween ideal and practice, in Eyypr as 
elsewhere, Doubtless the bevytian was 
no fonder than we are of washing his 
domestic dirty linen mm public. and we are 
net obliged to aeeept the theary that the 
relations of man and wife were ideally 
perfect in Egypt merely because the 
documents give us no evidence to the 
contrary, Still, there is somuothing very 
engaging and suggestive in the common 
representation of an Eeyvyptlin fue.

Pharaoh himself appears in-all ages to 
have been the possessor of a large ho- 
rem. Inte wonder tale of the wizard 
foramankh, King Seneferu is recom- 
mended by the magico to select twenty 
of the fairest girls of his harem to row 
him in his boat on the lake: arid to ceviibet 
succeeding monarchs were not belwnd- 
hand in the number of female depend- 
ents who were altiched to the royal 
hotuseliold, 

Under the empire the harem was su- 


pervised by an elderly matron, and was: 


administered by high officials—"the gov- 
ernur of the royal harem,” “the seribe 
of the royal harem,” “the delegate for 
the harem” —while a momber of slives 
watched over the Iahie: and guarded 
them from undue intercourse with the 
autside world. 

The tmmates of the harem were drawn 
from: many binds; and while some of 
them were Egyptiin girls. of noble rank, 
tiany were forcign slives. ‘The scale to 
which such an establishment could attain 
is illustrated by the case of Amenhotep 
Hi, Wher the King of Mitanni sent 
him his daughter Gilukhips in marriage, 
the young lidy was aecampanied by a 
train of 397 maidens, who were no doubt 
added to the royal harem, This. Tittle 
army Of attendants attached to a single 
queen out of several shows what a crowd 
of women must have been lodged | be- 
neath the palace roof, 

The case of Amenhotep is net excep- 
tional, though he was amonarch of very 
magnificent tastes, Tle fact that Ram- 
eses [TT has left lists of more than 100 
sors aml so daughters proves that, as 
Petrie remarks, “be concubines were 
probably as readily accumulated as those 
of an Arabian khalifa.”

We have a very full record of the 
process ayainst certain ladies-and sritices 
of the harem of King Rameses TT] of 
the twentieth dynasty, which exhibits the 
harem mtrigue in all its familiar fea- 
tires, Officials of the harem are bribed, 
messages ure sent out to officers of the 
Erodpea from the secluded ladies, invitiie 
the help of the army to overthrow the 
king and set op a pretender, and the re- 
agurcea of witchcraft are called in to in- 
sure the sticcess of the scheme. In this 
case even the discovery of the plot did 
net put an end to the machmmations of 
those concerned, The judges in the trial 
were Lampered with, and the result was 
a highly disereditable exposure of the 
corruption of the Egyptian lenech a: well 
as that of the harem.

We are faced with the fact that the 
reign of Mecrenjvah seems the only pos- 
sible point at which the Exodus can be 
fitted into the Iistorical scheme, while 
vet at that time there were alncacy Ts- 
ractites Living in Palestine in sufhetent 
minhers to render their overthtow a 
matter worthy of reeord im an inypirtont 
historical inscription. The only ‘sugges- 
tion which seems in the least to meet the 
case is that offered by Petrie and Spiegel- 
berg, nainely, that when the family at 
Jacob came down into Egypt in the bine 
of Joseph the migrativn was sot sa com 
ete as we hivecsuppased, Some mem-— 

era and dependents of the family must 
have remained behind in Palestine, and 
it was their descendants who were over- 
thrown by Merenptaly in his Syrian cam- 
saign. This supposition ts not swithont 
ite own obvious: dificulties, bit it seer 
to remain at pregent the only possible 
solution of the few enigma which has 
heen raised by Professor Peqrie’s «is- 
covery, 

Further exploration may yield. us more 
light apen the subject. Meanwhile we 
have to be content with the hare fact that 
an unmistakable tnention of the Tsrachtes 
hos at last been found on an feeyptun 
imeonument of the period in which the 
Exodus if believed to have occurred, 
though the mention is sich as to puzzle 
rither than to enlehten ws.
